Ottawa, On t., April 27, 3 a. m. — 


[Special 
Telegram] — Thousands 
of 


homeless people are roaming the streets 
of the fire-swept city this morning and 
it is feared that many lives have been 
lost. Great suffering must ensue, but 
prompt measures for • relief have been 
taken. 


Twenty million dollars, it is estimated. 


will scarcely cover the property toss in 
the cities of Ottawa and Hull, and the 
fire is still eating its way, slowly but 
unchecked, for all efforts have been of 
no avail. 


Hull is virtually in ashes and even its 


suburbs are swept bare of buildings, the 
flames covering the widest area on that 
side of the river, 


Communication with other parts o£ 


the country haa been sadly hampered, 
but officials ot every city 
in Canada 


have promised relief.

Ottawa, Ont, April 27 — Fire which 


raged in the cities of Hull, Que., and 
Ottawa from 11 o'clock yesterday morn 
ing until almost 
midnight practically 


wiped out the first named place, burned 
a large section of the 
wholesale and 


manufacturing districtof this city known 
aa the Chaudiere Plats, and destroyed 
two of Ottawa's suburbs, Hmtonburg 
and Mechanicville. 


'As a result of the disaster a number 


of persons, estimated as high as fifteen 
and including Fire Chief Benoit of Hull, 
lo«t tbeir lives, thirty wero injured, 
15,000 rendered homeless, and an equal 
number thrown out of work. 


The property loss could not be accu- 


rately estimated this morning, but it 


will range between $12,000,000 and 
820,000,000. 


All telephones, street cars and electric 


lights in the two cities and the. suburbs 
have been destroyed, and every mill, 
factory, business house and 
lumber 


yard on both sides of the river has been 
completely wiped out. 


The 
magnificent buildings of the 


government in this city were repeatedly 
on fire and only by the most desperate 
efforts were they. saved. 
Parliametit 


was driven out and the members fled to 
places of safety.

The beginning waa in the little frame 


house of A. Kirouac on Chaudiere streel 
in Hull. 
A-defective chimney blazed up 


the root caught and in ten minutes the 
flimsy houses of - the 
workingmen all 


about were so many torches. 


A furious gale lifted the flames 
and 


forced them on and on. Through streol 
after street the waves of fire rushed 
Everything went down before them 
Hull is a town of wood. Its end was 
swift. 


Frantic men, women and children flee 


they knew net whither. That the cas 
ualties are not numbered by the hundrec 
te a miracle. 


After the framehouses came the grea1 


manufacturing and lumber district along 
tho river front. As well might the fire 
men have tried to stay the rush o 
Chaudiere Falls as to stop tho ocean o 
fire that licked up the city, 


Origin Causes Simpleton. 


Following eo closely upon the heel 


of the attempt to dynamite lock 24 o 
the Welland Canal, the fire is ascribei 
by many people to the 
same origin—

Tlie plan is simply to supply dt 


rec'tly to the roots of the plant, tree or 
ehrub the chemicals needed 
In Its 


.growth aud thus save the growing 
thing the trouble of extending its roots 
out through a broad space of ground 
for the natural sources. 


To thus supply the nutriment Mr 


Sherman employs a uteusll into which 
the chemicals are supplied from th 
surface, and the storage chamber be 
•comes surrounded with a thick growt 
of roots that feed on the chemicals n 
they niter through the "machine." M 
Sherman has already accomplished ma 
-terial results with his Invention an 
lias interested several prominent horti- 
culturists and agriculturists. 
During 


last summer the process was tried on 
* Queen of the Prairie rose bush. 
Two bushes, each a year old, were 
taken for the test. 
One that was 


planted under as favorable natural 
conditions as possible grew to the 
height of three feet and bore seven 
blossoms. The second, equipped with 
the automatic "pusher," grew to over 
15 feet In height and bore 2,000 blos- 
soms. The bush was loaded with per- 
fect double roses of a deepened color 
and a marked fragrance. 
The bush 


•was hardy and, having stood unpro- 
tected during the winter, gives promise 
of even greater results during the com- 
ing season. The growth of 15 feet was 
secured in three months and showed 
« record of 20 inches in seven days. 
This is a case of where n man mighl 
«It on the piazza and grow "a shade" 
last enough to mnlte U uutweeewr/ 
him to move out of the sunlight. 


The Idea of such a system of growing 


plants suggested itself to Mr. Sherman 
iu the way roots seek the sides of the 
•crocks In which they are planted. Thej 
do this Invariably and become matted 
.around the outside of the earth In 
•which they are planted. It Is claimed 
that this is due to the absorption of th' 
•nutriment and moisture from the earth 
Into the porous material of which th 
crock Is made. Mr. Sherman, reverse 
the scheme, supplying the nutrlmeu 
and moisture from the center. 
Thl 


causes the roots to form lu a thick ba! 
around the source of supply. The sma 
growth required by the roots make 
it possible for them to send a muc 
larger amount of nutriment into tli 
trunk, leaves, flowers aud fruit, if It 
l)e a fruit bearing variety. 


Mr. Sherman says that apple trees 


can be made, by his process, to bear 
an abundant harvest every year. In- 
stead of taking a biennial vacation to 
grow roots. The system possesses the 
further advantage that moisture Is 
•stored during a rainy time for use dur- 
ing a drought. 
Every sort of plant, 


shrub or tree may be treated by this 
.plan with, Mr. Sherman believes, sat- 
isfactory results. Shade trees may be 
brought to a useful size la a season or 
two. 
The fact that the roots do not 


spread out would make It necessary to 
anchor the tree against the pressure 
of high winds. 


Mr. Sherman has recently spent some 


time experimenting at the State Agri- 
cultural college, and a series of tests 
will be made at the Hatch experiment 
statiou there. Mr. Sherman states that 
only the soil is needed to protect the 
roots from the air aud sun, but the 
forced shrub will thrive better if plant- 
ed iu good soil, as iu cast- the owner

The expedition fills up a gap In the 
antarctic regions to which neither the 
British expedition at present being or- 
ganized by the Uoytil and Royal Geo- 
graphical societies uf London nor the 
German national antarctic expedition 
intends to devote Its attention. 


The \Veddoll sea quadrant will be 


the sphere of the Scottish expedition., 
while the British expedition will ex- 
plore to the south of the PnclUc ocean 
and the Germans to the south of the 
Indian ocean. The WedJell sea route, 
It may be .mentioned, lias been taken 
before by \Vetldoll. Boiling, Harseu 
and Iloss with sailing ships, but lias 
not yet been fried seriously with a 
steamer. The lender will be WiUiiim 
S. Bruce, who visited the antarctic re- 
gions iu 1892 and IKOfi and who has 
since made live' voyages to the arctic 
regions. 
It is intended that the ex- 


pedition should return iu IDOo or, if 
funds hold out, a year later.
